EX-R.I.C. SERGEANT’S

If every person was to he 
arrested hecanse an article was not supplied 
Within two days after the probable time of 
delivery, husiness would come to a standstill, 
He (the Justice) considered that a serious 
wrong had been done to Mr. Saunders: who, 
however, had his remedy against O'Malley 
lor brin ine such a frivolous charge. He 
dismissed the case, and regretted that he 
could not give costs as it bad been brought 
as a criminal charge.

These salads may be 
used either with cold meat or alone, with 
some bread and butter or roll.

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APPEAL UPHELD. 

At Wicklow Civeuit Court, before Judge 
Devitt, in an appeal by Mr. George Fleming, 
solicitor, from the decision of District Justice 
Price, at Rathdrum, Mr. Tobias, for 
appellant, explained that Mr. 0. Fleming 
had brought a claim for professional fees 
against Julia Byrne for preparation of a 
will and probate, and tbe District Justice 
had cut down the amount. They contended 
that a District Justice, or Judge, had no 
power to do this; that he could only have 
awarded a decree and ordered the bill of costs 
to be taxed by a taxing master, He had 
searched the District Court rules and did not 
find any rule bearing on this point, but 
quoted authorities to that effect. It would 
be avery surprising thing for a District, 
Justice with no knowledge of these matters 
to assume he possessed the power to tax 9 
bill of costs, and, if allowed, would be 
sanctioning a new practice that up to the 
preseut was without precedent.

Perhaps the most remarkable example of in- 
creased benefits to shareholders is provided 
by the General Investors and Trustees. For

panies are popular with investors, for three 
yeasons. One is that the capital invested is 
distributed over a wide area, thus reducing 
the risk of loss from one particular kind of 
security. The second is that dividends in 
recent years have steadily increased, as shown 
in the above examples; and the third is that, 
with these payments, the financial position 
has been improv Old-established invest- 
ment trúitá havé always adopted & conserva- 
tive financial policy, of  wnich the stock 
holders are now reaping the benefit.

Among other recent results the Alliance re- 
peats the previous dividend of 10 p.c., but 
the payment ig: made on a larger capital, de- 
spite which it is possible to increase the sums 
placed to-weserve, etc, The other reports refer 
to someé of tbe hewer concerns. e.

12 or 18 months represented an exceptionally 
favourable period for such undertakings 
owing to the extent of new capital issues and 
the great activity in the financial world gene- 
rally. In the future the opportunities of 
employing funds profitably Ó. not be so 
numerous. while the mere fact that the num- 
her of trust companies has greatly increased 
in the last few years will probably mean 


keener competition for participation in new 
apne issues and similar operations. It is 
safe to assert, however, that the well-estab- 


lished companies, for which a guiding prin- 
ciple in the past has been the distribution of 
dividends on a conservative basis, will find no 
difficulty in maintaining the present rate of 
payment to their stockholders. 


STATUS OF THE COMPANIES. 


A wide difference exists between what are 
usually known as investment trusts, more 
particularly the old-established concerns, and 
some of the newer undertakings. As a rule, 
the former do not distribute in dividends any 
profits realised from the sale of investments, 
using such funds for the purpose of 
strengthening the financial position. Some of 
the others, which are also described as trusts, 
may largely depend for their revenue upon the 
profitable sale of securities, and these under- 
takings would naturally feel most any great 
subsidence of activity in the financial world. 
There is a third group representing companies 
which have the word “Trust " in their title, 
but which are simply finance concerns,. 
interested mainly in speculative issues, such 
as mining shares, and largely dependent for 
their revenue from transactions in suc 
securities or even, perhaps, market ‘‘ deals.’’ 
These are not trust companies in the usual 
acceptance of the tern:, «nd the investor who. 
may contemplate a pur: ase in thús field nee 
to exercise considi: ble discrimination.

Hares. 


Crossing a field by the Howth demesne 
I sent a myriad of rabbits scampering to 
burrow. They have a curious habit of 
sitting doggo before they scurry off; and 
they give the intruder a kind of inquisi- 
tive inspection. In the West, indeed, I have 
lain in a fort quiet enough for them to 
emerge again and nibble, and pass and 
re-pass me within. hand’s grasp. If I 
stirred they would pause on the alert, 
but, divining that no harm was intended, 
soon resume their private business. After 
the rabbits, I started a hare who gave a 
wonderful exhibition of the art of 
elusion ; it was a joy to watch his turn- 
ing, feinting and doubling, as though he 
knew all was safe and would treat me to 
a display. He was a.full two minutes 
before he made finally off out of sight. 
Crossing land by night I have been 
startled into a leap more than once by a 
hare going off actually from under my 
foot. He has not a good name. Caught 
unawares he may spit at you, they say, 
and there is poison in that saliva. The 
powers of darkness are his friends; he 
consorts with witches, nay! he ie one; 
and a hare’s foot or tooth in your pocket 
at midnight is potent so that your “eyes 
may see the fluttering, pale ghosts and 


accurate knowledge of the appearance of 
an animal that, if it were killed and its 
hide hung on a bush, it would be 
recognised. Hence it has come to be a 
sort of generic term for recognition of a 
human being from some _ well-marked 
characteristics of gesture or of walk.

flood ’’—is more obvious. Lammas, or 
Loaf-mass, falls on the first of August, 
when, as most of us know to our cost, the 
weather has a way of breaking and the 
streams become swollen and rapid.

The horrible word ‘‘boak’’ means to 
vomit. A most curious anatomical state- 
ment was once made to a friend by an old 
Derry countrywoman: ‘‘ My heart is just 
hanging by three strings, and you know 
4 my dear, that the doctors say there ought 
há to be seventy-two.” Possibly she may have 
had some confused memory of pulse beats. 
““He's awaiten ‘on’’ is a very common 
expression for “at the point of death.” 
It means, of course, that people are 
waiting for him to pass away. To 
“plant” a man is an appalling word 
for to bury. A singular use of ‘‘any- 
thing” for “all” is frequently met. 
After a death the mourners will console 
themselves by saying, ‘‘ We did anything 
that we could’’—meaning all that was 
possible. 


OBSOLETE WORDS. 


It is a recognise] fact that colonies 
will often preserve words and phrases 
and pronunciations which have become | 
obsolete in the mother country.

Al Crimean Veteran. 


There are so few Crimean veterans alive 
now that when one hears of the death of 
any of these grand old men there is a 
general feeling of sorrow. 

Whitehead, County Down, is at present 
mourning the loss of one such veteran. A 
few days ago Mr. Alfred Stanley died 
there at the age of ninety-four. He joined 
the Navy as a young man in 1854, when 
England was at war with Russia, the 
main hostilities being in the Crimean 
Peninsula. The ships on which he served 
during those exciting tmes were H.M.S. 
Powerful and H.M.8. Calcutta. He also 
served in China during the Indian 
Mutiny. | 

Mr. Stanley retired from the Navy 
fifty-four years ago to join the Coast- 
guard Service, and after a short time at 
Larne he was sent as officer in charge to 
Whitehead Coastguard Station. He was 
also attached to the Malahide Station, 
where he attained the rank of divisional 
chief officer. 

He retired from the service in 1893, and

The Constant Nymph 


| Ireland in J 930. 


I regret to notice that “ Old Moore ”' 
is in a gravely pessimistic mood regard- 
ing conditions in Ireland during 1930. 
In January his predictions state that

lutionary plots in Ireland.’’ May, he 
states, ‘“‘the lunation being on the 
western horizon for the month is an indi- 
cation of changes and impediments in the 
government of the Irish State” ; and, 
as regards July, he predicts that “ the 
positions of the chief planets are favour. 
able to the trading interests of China, 
Great Britain, Canada and Africa, but 
adverse to Ireland, India, Bulgaria and 
the Balkans generally.” Let us hope 
that his nrenhocies regarding Ireland will 
not be fulfilled. 


An Uncommon Statue. 


In front of the house, No. 5 Leinster 
street, Dublin, may be seen a hoary-look- 
ing, weather-beaten statue, consisting of 
a figure of Hibernia, complete with 
stringless harp, mounted on a pedestal. 
Inquiries often are made as to the origin 
and history of this curious statue. 

It owes its existence to no less a 
personage than the famous United Irish- 
man, Archibald Hamilton Rowan, who 
resided in No. 5 Leinster street from 
1803 till about 
1830. During his 
tenancy of this 
house he had 
erected on the 
sidewalk in front 
the statue of 
Hibernia on one 
side, and on the 
other the figure of 
an Irish wolf dog. 
This latter, how- 
ever, - ha long 
since disappeared. 

No. 5 Leinster 
street has a grim 
association with 
the Emmet Insur- 
rection of 1803. The 
house was origin- 
ally the residence 
of the humane 
judge, the Right 
Hon. Arthur Wolfe, Viscount Kilwarden. 
Driving from his country residence at 
Newlands,’ near Clondalkin, to attend a 
meeting of the Privy Council at the 
Castle on July 23, 1803, he was dragged 
from his carriage in Thomas street, and 
stabbed by the insurgents, He was taken 
in a dying condition to the old Watch- 
house in Vicar street close by, where he 
lingered only for an hour. His nephew, 
who accompanied him in the carriage, 
was killed outright. Lord Kilwarden’s 
body was taken from Vicar street to his 
residence in Leinster street (No. 5). The 
house was shortly afterwards purchased 
by Hamilton Rowan. Is it generally 
known, by the way, that the famous 
“ United Irishman ” was an Englishman, 
born in London in May, 1752? 


The Wolfe Tones. 


It is strange how historical personages 
widely separated in their ideals and 
spheres of activity sometimes get mixed 
up. Arthur Wolfe, Lord Kilwarden, just 
mentioned, had a first cousin named 
Theobald Wolfe, an eminent lawyer and 
a landowner in Co. Kildare. Theobald 
Wolfe had as tenant a man named Tone, 
whose son Peter served his time in 
Dublin to a coachbuilder. Wolfe stood 
sponsor at the baptism of Peter Tone’s 
first child, born in 1763, ““ whom he ex- 
pressly desired to be named Theobald 
Wolfe in regard of old family friend- 
ship.” And thus Theobald Wolfe Tone 
got his name. 

The Rev. Charles Wolfe (1791-1823). 
who wrote the famous elegy on the burial 
of Sir John Moore, was the fifth son of 
Theobald Wolfe, mentioned above. 
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“ HIBERNIA.” 


The banks in Dublin are to be con- 
gratulated on their enterprise in issuing 
savings boxes to their clients..

“There is a very great demand for 
wedding speeches, of which I keep a large 
assortment, all reasonably short, bright 
and witty. Here, for instance, is a batch 
for the gentlemen who propose the health 
of the bride; and here is an assortment 
of becoming responses for the bridegroom, 
suitable for any type of man, from the 
artisan to the aristocrat. I prefer to 
compose these toasts specially, so that I 
can work in names and local allusions. 
For instance, for the wedding of a Mr. 
Thorn some years ago, I was able to work 
in a very pretty reference to the. 
appropriate union of a thorn and rose— 
the rose to shed fragrance in the home, 
and the thorn to shield the rose from 
envious and harmful hands. 


DISCRETION, 
** Whenever possible, I work in a few 
apt Latin quotations and classical 


lusions, but I have been sparing of these 
lately, since more than one of my clients 
came to grief over them. One man, in 
proposing the health of a chairman, 
referred to him as an ‘intellectual 
Coliseum,’ instead of ‘Colossus,’ and 
another would-be orator referred to his 
library as his ‘ spanctum-spankorum.’ 
‘‘Some years ago, when mimic parlia- 
ments were popular, I was kept very 
busy, and, I think, made many reputa- 
tions for oratory. For one man in a 
northern suburb I composed more than a 
hundred speeches on every imaginable 
subject, but, although he was offered high 
office on the strength of his speeches, he 
would never accept it—for the very 
intelligible reason that he feared to be 
caught napping at question time, when he 
should have to rely on his own unaided 
efforts. I have, of course, composed 
hundreds of electioneering speeches, and 
have a very large supply on hand; and 
I have often had the pleasure of reading 
extracts from speeches delivered in the 
House, but made in my own sanctum. 

“ Oh, yes, it pays well, especially now 
that I have such a large number of 
regular clients and am fairly well known. 
At any rate, it pays me much better to 
compose speeeches for others than to 
deliver them myself.”’

A_SOUTHERN LETTER 


The Cork City 


From Over SPECIAL CoRRESPONDENT. 


CORK, Sunday. 

The private conference between e 
representatives of Cork’s two Chambers 
of Commerce a few days ago marked an 
important advance towards the realisation 
of a growing desire among the members 
of both organisations for amalgamation. 
Within recent years several unavailing 
efforts have been made to effect. that 
closer unity which would lend greater 
weight and influenceto the members’ views 
on matters of both civic and national 
importance. The nearest approach to this 
end has been combined action on the part 
of the two bodies in several instances, and 
the success achieved on such occasions has 
served to emphasise the desirability of 
securing complete unity. 

Never before have the prospects been 
brighter for the attainment of unity, and 
there is every hope that within the next 
few months the proposals which have now 
been put forward as a basis for effectin 
an amalgamation will have the desi 
result. This draft scheme, which was 

e public for the first time in the 

Tish Times on last Friday, has received 
the support of the leading members of 
the two Chambers; but prior to adoption 
has been submitted for legal consideration 
in conjunction with the charters of both 
organisations. 


THE GREAT BARRIER. 


It is the watertight nature of these 
charters that has constituted the principal 
barrier in the way of unity. For instance, 
the Patrick street Chamber—which is, in 
effect, the parent body—possesses property 
to the value of close on ten thousand 
pounds; but, if the premises were dis- 
posed of, that sum would have to be 
divided equally among the members. 
Strangely enough, however, while the 
majority of the members are agreeable 
to co-opting all the members of the other 
body, which is not nearly so wealthy (thus 
conferring on them all the privileges of 
membership), certain objections are raised 
to constituting this amount a fund for 
the amalgamated Chamber. 

This is a matter which can be easily 
adjusted, however, if the members are 
genuine in the desire for unity, and the 
question of premises could be solved by 
the adoption of the proposal that facilities 
for a Council Chamber and reading room 
should be provided in Cork’s proposed new 
City Hall. It is obviously ridiculous that 
the business men in a city of the size of 
Cork should be divided into two camps 
when their interests in virtually all 
matters which come up for consideration 
are to a large degree identical. 


BUTTER TRADE GRIEVANCE, 


During his recent visit to Cork President 
Cosgrave received a deputation from the 
Cork butter exporters requesting him to 
support their claim for £160,000 com- 
pensation from the British Government 
for losses sustained under the Butter 
(Ireland) Order, 1920. 

One leading merchant, who went to 
London in connection with the matter, 
states that, had the Free State Govern- 
ment recommended payment,.the British 
Government would have indemnified the 
traders for their losses. 

The fact that President Cosgrave, 
although admitting the justice of their 
case, declined to support it has aroused 
a certain amount of indignation among 
the trade, several members of which it 1s 
stated are almost financially crippled by 
the losses incurred. 

A prominent merchant told me during 
the week that the butter traders base 
their demand on the ground that under 
the Butter (Ireland) Order, 1920, they 
were permitted to ship only thirty per 
cent. of the butter they handled, placing 
thirty per cent. in cold storage for con- 
sumption in Ireland, the remaining forty 
per cent. to be retailed in Ireland during 
the time of scarcity at controlled prices. 
“ We had to find the capital, meet the 
interest and y the cold storage 
charges,” he added. ‘* and as most of the 
merchants involved had no Irish trade 
the greater part of the seventy per cent. 
cold stored remained on their hands 
unsold until the time of scarcity in Eng- 
land had passed and the new butter 
season had arrived.’’ 

My informant further explained that 
the butter had then to be sold at a loss 
of over fifty per cent. on the cost price, and 


the loss to Cork traders alone was 
£150,000. 
‘Government intervention in this 


instance,” he said, “ has resulted in a 
very serious loss, and the interference 
with the free course of trade deprived 
the merchants of their usual profits when 
expenses were at the peak.’’ 


CITY HALL SITE BATTLE. 


There is a certain amount of con- 
troversy in Cork regarding the site of the 
proposed new city hall, but it is difficult 
to see why any change should be made 
from the old position at Anglesea street 
and Albert quay. In addition to being 
central, this situation provides ample 
space for the most ambitious type of 
municipal building, and, apart from the 
cost of construction, no further outlay 
would be necessary, as the property 1s 
held by the Corporation in freehold for 
ever. 

Probably the strongest argument 
against the adoption of this site is the 
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Hall Controversy : 
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suggestion that it forms the best 
situation for a cattle market. This pro- 
ject has been “ in the air” for many 
years, but, although the want of such a 
market is keenly felt, no progress has 
been sat 

The alternative sites suggested for 
City Hall provide no rea] a out of 7 
difficulty. On all sides there is a genuine 
desire that the new buildings should be 
not only an ornament to the city, but also 
in keeping with its increasing ‘prosperit 
and importance as a trade centre. y

CORK PORT IMPROVEMENTS. 


An important advance in the improve 
ment of facilities for cross-Channel 
passenger. and goods traffic through the 
port of Cork was made during the week 
by the official opening of the City of Cork 
Steampacket Company’s new Fishguard 
transit shed. 

The new building provides increased 
accommodation for Customs examination, 
and it is hoped that it will lead to the 
establishment of a daily service between 
Cork and Fishguard, as the present tri- 
weekly service is insufficient to meet the 
demand during the tourist season. This 

ibility was held out by Mr. W. P. 
orsburgh, the company’s architect, who 
told me that with the completion of the 
vessel which is now being built for them 
there is every likelihood of such a step 
being taken. 

“The City of Cork Steampacket Com- 
pany,” he said, “is rarticularly anxious 
to assist in every possible manner 
in the development of the trade of the 
port of Cork, and wil] be ready to provide 
transport facilities for the increasing 
traffic as required.’’ 

It may be mentioned that the cost of 
the new transit shed has been borne 
entirely by the company, who are, in 
addition, paying annual ground rent to 
the local Harbour Commissioners, to 
whom the property will revert at the end 
of thirty years. In view of this consider- 
able public interest was vested in the 
official opening ceremony during the past 
week, when Mr. Richard Wallace, Chair- 
man of the Harbour Board, received the 
keys from Mr. J. Kerns, the contractor, 
and afterwards handed them*“to Mr. T. D. 
Murdock, manager of the steamship com- 
pany, in the absence of the general 
manager, Mr. R. W. Sinnott. The in- 
creasing trade of the port was the key- 
note of all the speeches. 


RUGBY S POPULARITY. 


The past season has emphasised the ins 
creasing popularity of the Rugby game m 
the South of Ireland, and has revealed a 
marked improvement in the standard of 
play. The attendance at club matches 
during the season both in Limerick and 
Cork far exceeded that of previous years, 
and one is glad to note the gradual elimi- 
nation of the rougher type Of forward 
play which was formerly associated with 
Munster football]. For this improvement 
every credit is due to the officials of the 
Munster Branch. 

Not for a long number of years have 
Cork clubs been successful in Munster 
competitions, and it was unfortunate that 
the Munster Cup winners, Constitution, 
were debarred from taking part in the 
Bateman Cup contests. The Munster 
League was won by another Cork club, 
Dolphin, who also annexed the (Cork 
Charity Cup. after a re-play in the final 
round, when they defeated Sundays Well. 
I understand that a movement is on foot 
to once more alter the conditions of the 
Senior League competition, and a system 
is suggested whereby the honours would 
rest with the club securing the bhichest 
aggregate number of points for the season. 
This innovation would be calculated to 


have the effect of opening the game and 
making it more attractive with the intro 
duction of increased back play.

The annual Congress of the National 
Athletic and Cycling Association was held in 
jy & Hotel, Dublin, yesterday, Mr. 

J. Keane (President) presiding. 

STANDING COMMITTEE'S REPORT 
The of the Standing Committee 
stated that the selection of cycling repre 
sentatives for the Olympic Games was unsatis- 
factory, though it was by no means suggested 
that the best men were not selected. Very 
serious loss had been caused to track-riding 
by the closing of Croke Park track. The 
Association had no responsibility for the te- 
grettable incidents which led to the closing, 
and was not in a position to comply with the 
conditions—some of them quite impossible— 
which were proposed as an essential pre 
liminary to its reopening. It was hoped that 
some way out of the impasse would be 
found, as the track was a national asset, and 
its use should not be avoidably withheld. 
Referring to the Irish team at the Olympic 
Games, the report stated that, while there was 
no discreditable performance in any event, it 
would be idle to disguise the fact that in 
most events the men were below ‘“ world’s 
best ’’ standard. Much depended on training. 
and the resources of the country were not 
comparable with those of other countries, 

It could not be said that the experiment 
of holding the junior rye Sowers Í champion- 
ship in the provinces (Limerick Junction) 
ustified itself, as not alone were gate receipts 
ad, but the Munster counties were not as 
well represented as might be expected. The 
seuior cross-country championship at the 
Phenix Park left a more hopeful impression 
than any similar event for a number of years. 

The result of the International Cross-Coun- 
try Championship, in which the Irish team 
was seventh, showed clearly that training 
methods should be altered. 

THE NATIONAL CYCLISTS’ UNION, 

The report went on to say:—Last July the 
Standing Committee received a communication from 
the National Cyclists’ Union of Great Britain that 
that body recognised the National Athletic and 
Cycling Association as the governing body for the 
Irish Free State only, and not for Northern Ireland. 
Reply was made that the Association was in fact 
the governing body for the whole -of Ireland, with 
international recognition. No reply was received 
to this letter. In October it was reported in 
the English Press that the National Cyclists’ Union 
and the Amateur Athletic Association had appointed 
a joint committee to consider the question of thc 
government of athletics and cycling in Northern 
Ireland. 

A letter was at once addressed io the Amateur 
Athletic Association recounting the grounds ou 
which certain clubs had seceded from the Nationa) 
Association in 1925 and formed the so-called 

Northern Ireland Amateur Athletic, Cycling and 
Cross-Country Association,” pointing out that that 
Association was not an Amateur Association, and 
directing the attention of the Amateur Athletic 
Association to the fact that the National Association 
was recognised by the International Amatet 
Athletic Federation as the governing bedy for all 
Ireland, a: recognition binding on all members uf 
that body, 

_ No further communication took place. until 
November. when letters were received from both 
English bodies, claiming that “ Northern Ireland 
was a part of Great Britain,” and stating that 
they intended to establish branches of their respec 
tive Associations in Northern Ireland. Replies wero 
made to both bodies, declining to recognise their 
right to interfere in the government of sport “in

APPEAL TO THE Lr \GUE. 
_ Formal complaint was made to both these 
international authorities by the Standing Commit 
tee. A motion was put on the agenda of the 
Congress of the International Cyclists’ Union, held 
at Paria in February, complaining of the action 
of the National Cyclists’ Union. After 


the opinion of the League of Nations as 
the political position of Northern Ireland 
relation to Great Britain and the Irish Free State. 
The Standing Committee is not satisfied that a 
— body such as the League of Nations is 
ikely to be able to aasist in the settlement of a 
uestion concerning the government of sport.

In the meantime the jnris- 
diction of the National Athletic and Cycling 
Association remain unimpaired. 

THE MOVE TOWARDS UNION. 

The Standing Committee cannot but express its 
regret at the attempted intrusion on the rights of 
the Association by two governing bodies with 
whom it believed the Association to be on friendly 
terms, and toward whom the Association has 
always behaved with punctilions correctness. It 
trusts that a more mature study of the facts will 
induce the English Associations to reconsider their 
attitude.

The Secretary of the Gaelic League has 
sent us a copy of a letter from the Gaeltacht 
Preservation Committee, Dungloe, Co. 
Donegal, appealing to the Gaelic gue for 
assistance. 

“We in the Rosses,”’ says the letter 
(translated), “ were gratified by the protest 
made at the Ard-Fheis against the treatment 
State Government. The life of the people 
who live here always was hard, and now 
it is harder than ever, on account of the 
fact that the cattle are being. taken from 
these poor people who cannot pay rent for 
the little patclies of land. that they reclaimed 
by the sweat of their brows.”’ 

The letter goes on to state that a widow 
from the neighbourhood now is in prison 
in Sligo for endeavouring to withhold “her 
children’s cow ” from the bailiff. Her nine 
children now have no one to care for them, 
save the neighbours. Seven men are in 
rison for similar actions. The Committee 
is collecting funds to succour the distressed 
folk,

OFFICERS’ GUILD AND EFFECT

The conference called on banks to provide 
protection against possible ‘ hold-ups” in 
the form of grills, electric Bells and night 
watchmen. .

The Greatness of Cities. 


Men talk lightly of “Greater Dublin,” 
but who shall utter the phrase “Greater | 
New York’ without. awe? Some months 
ago we described a plan for the regional 
development of New York and its environs, 
It is reported that this plan has been 
accepted by the Government of New York 
State, and that the adhesion of adjacent 
States is expected. An area of over 5,500 
square miles will be concerned, and this 
will be treated us one vast urban region. 
To-day ten million people inhabit the 
region. Within thirty years this number 
is expected to be doubled. Greater New 
York will be served by prodigies of trans- 
port services on the surface of the earth, 
under the earth and in the air. High- 
ways known as “ park-ways’”’ will be the 
main arteries of traffic—spacious roads 
lined on either side by elongated parks. 
“Skyscrapers”’ will be built no more save 
in the centres of wide, open spaces. In 


|a word, Greater New York will be the 


world’s most wonderful city in point of 
spasiousness and material wealth. All 
that it will lack will be a soul. We shall 
not envy those who dwell. in that new 
Babylon. Even Dublin in decay or Belfast 
in its youthful rawness has character that 
wins a sigh of envy from citizens of the 
United-States who visit our country. The 
canyons of concrete, the Babel towers of 
offices, the subways nd the elevated rail- 
ways represent wealth, but not amenity ; 
and the Americans in our midst confess 
that a social charm that is novel to them 
broods upon our more leisusely .streeta, 
our parks and show grounds, 

It is certain that mere size adds little 
to cities. Not unreasonably did Pope 
Pius XI. boas: recently that the Vatican 
City, although the smallest State in the 
world, nevertheless was the greatest by 
reason of its libraries, its architecture, 
and the paintings of Michelangelo. What 
is the secret that gives character to a 
city? Not all cities can starid at the heart 
of mighty nations, on bridges between 
continent and continent, or where great 
causes or mighty faiths have had their 
leadership. Stockholm, the capital of a 
small people, situated in bleak and 
relatively unfrequented seas, neverthe- 
less is among the illustrious cities of our 
days. Men travel from afar t- view its 
municipal monuments and read with ad- 
miration of its people’s vigorous in- 
tellectual life. It is the citizens’ pride 
that transforms a city from a pile of 
masonry to something that the world 
honours and that poets sing. When a 
people regards a city with love as a home, 
and not merely as a place wherein to earn 
money, then architects are engaged to 
beautify its fabric, artists are inspired by 
appreciation to give of their best, men of 
letters and of science frequent its halls 
and give it distinction, and the heritage 
of the citizens grows from age to age. 
This was true of the older Dublin, as is 
manifest by the dignity of its crumbling 
fabric. Will it be true of the Dublin of 
to-morrow ? 

The capital city of the Irish people was 
among the most notable cities of Europe 
until, with its fever of mechanical pro- 
gress in which Ireland did not share, the 
last century changed the economic balance 
of the world. Dublin, however, possesses

The Graf Zeppelin, 


After a short voyage, full of thrills and 
perils, the German airship, Graf Zeppelin, 
landed safely at Cuers-Pierrefeu, in the 
South of France. Although the pas- 
‘sengers and crew had some terrifying 
experiences, nobody was injured, and 
when the necessary repairs have been 
made Dr. Eckener hopes to continue the 
journey to the United States. The Graf 
Zeppelin left Friedrichshafen on Thurs- 
day and made a successful flight over a 
corner of Switzerland, along the Rhéne 
Valley, and thence through Spain as far 
as Saragossa. Then mechanical trouble 
developed in one of the five engines, and 
Dr. Eckener very wisely decided, as the 
weather was not promising, to return to 
Friedrichshafen. When he tried to 
retrace his path along the Rhéne Valley, 
however, he found that three other 
engines were out of -action, with the 
result that the great airship had only 
one engine to drive her home,. The 
Rhéne mistral was blowing against the 
Graf Zeppelin, and after some hours 
progress became impossible. The vast 
dirigible was completely at the mercy of 
the elements; íor the single engine was 
not sufficiently powerful to counteract the 
force of the wind, and for a long period 
the Graf Zeppelin was tossed about in 
the air like an ordinary balloon. Very 
quickly Dr. Eckener realised that the 
return journey to Friedrichshafen was out 
of the question ; so he sent a “ wireless ”’ 
message to the French Government asking 
for permission to land on French soil. 
This request was granted immediately, 
and, after ma adventures, the Graf 
Zeppelin was brought to ground at Cuers- 
Pierrefen, where, fortunately, there is a 
hangar sufficiently large to house her. 
One of the most welcome features of the 
airship’s lucky escape has been the atti- 
tude of the French authorities and also 
of the French people: Before the Graf 
Zeppelin started there was some unplea- 
santness in consequence of the French 
Government’s refusal to allow the airship 
to fly over certain parts of French terri- 
tory; but by their courtesy to Dr. 
Eckener the Paris authorities not only 
have removed completely the unhappy 
impression which their refusal created in 
Berlin, but they have done much to 
establish a friendly feeling between the 
two countries. Dr. Eckener is énthusiastic 
in his gratitude to the French for the 
help which they have given to him, and 
the great Zeppelin in misfortune may 
prove eventually to have undone much of 
the mischief that was caused by the 
activities of her forerunners during the 
war. From the point of view of aerial 
progress the failure of the Graf Zeppelin 
is significant. When Dr. Eckener flew to 
New York and back last October he was 


| careful to explain. that Germany had not 


yet conquered the air, and it seems now 
that his caution on that occasion was 
more than justified. The airship; in its 
present stage of development, is a fair 
weather craft, not nearly so trustworthy 
as the aeroplane, Of course, if a heavier- 
than-air machine had suffered the Graf 
Zeppelin’s fate last week, disaster would 
have been inevitable, For all that, 
public confidence in the airship will be 
shaken considerably ‘by the Graf 
Zeppelin’s misadventures, and. the per- | 
formances of the two British airships— 
R100 and R101—will be watched with 
some anxiety when they make their 
appéarance towards the end of the 
summer,

The General Election. 


By to-morrow evening it will be known 
how many seats are to be uncontested at 
the general election ; for, while at present 
it is expected that every seat will ba 
fought, there always are some withdrawals 
at the last moment. The number of 
' candidates to be nominated tomorrow 
morning will be the largest in the history 
of Parliamentary elections in this country ; 
for nearly seventeen hundred candidates 
are prepared to put down a deposit of one 
hund and fifty pounds in cash to he 
allowed to try to win a seat. The totals 
of all the deposits will amount to some- 
thing like a quarter of a million sterling, 
and it will be interesting to see how many 
of those who pay will sacrifice their money 
on the election day by failing to secure a 
sufficient number of votes. Election 
agents yesterday were busy drawing money 
from the banks; for the law will permit 
nothing but cash to be paid for nomina- 
tion fees, cheques being useless.

SIGNALS OF DISTRESS. 

An eye-witness of the accident said: 
“The machine, & large one, came flying 
very low over the house tops, and we 
plainly saw one of the two men leaning 
out and waving his arm about as if in 
distress. It appeared plain that some- 
thing had gone wrong with the engine, 
and a Jot of us motioned towards a large 
field where we thought the machine could 
be landed safely. 


A LUCKY ESCAPE. 

“ The next moment we saw the machine 
descend ry 4 rapidly into the field. As 
it reached the earth it burst into flames. 
The two Frenchmen jumped out so 
quickly that they esca any injury.” 
The Tonbridge fire engine was sum- 
moned, but was unable to get near the 
blazing wreckage. The aeroplane appears 
to have been in trouble for some time 
before the actual descent was made, as it 
attracted attention by flying low for some 
miles before it reached Paddock Wood. 
The pilot’s name was M. Camille 
Sautereau, and the mechanic was Georges 
Carot, both of Paris. 


THE PILOT’S STORY. 
M. Sautereau stated: “I was return- 
ing from Croydon to Paris, and had just 
left Tonbridge at about 4.45 when I found 
that the cabin felt warm. I could smell 
scorching and burning, and the heat of 
the exhaust pipe caught the canvas 
through which it passed. I shut off the 
engine, but I found great difficulty in 
landing owing to the high wind. We 
were lucky to get down safely.”’ 
The pilot suffered from burns to the 
right hand and the mechanic cuts on the 
left hand, but were otherwis_ uninjured.

SIGNOR ORLANDO'S 
STATEMENT.

One interesting point of Signor Mussolini's 
recent speech in the Chamber was bis refer- 
ence to certain conversations Signor Orlando 
had with an authorised representative of the 
Vatican in 1919. Signor Orlando, at the 
time’ Prime Minister, vas then in Paris as 
chief delogate to the Peace Conference. On 
Tone 1st he had an interview with Monsignor 
Cerretti, who had gone there on purpose with 
a scheme bearing the signature of Cardinal 
Gasparri, Secretary of State, and containing 
the lines of a. settlement of the Roman 
question proposed by the Pope. 
In the eccount now published that Signor 
Orlando himself gives of these conversations, 
some interesting facts may be noted, The 
initiative for a settlement came then from 
the Vatican, and what was asked for was the 
creation and recognition of a sovereign and 
independent State, such as the one now 
created and recognised by the Lateran 
Treaty. But what is very significant 18 that 
no mention whatever was made in the 
document Cardinal, Gaspari then sent to 
Signor Orlando either of any financial contri- 
lution on the part of Italy or of a coneordat. 
As to the size of the territory, Signor 
Orlando made certain reservations, because 
he did not think that the proposed Papal 
State should extend beyond the Vatican 
palaces. “ I said to Monsignor Cerretti,” he 
writes, “that the most important question 
was to decide whether the Vatican City 
should or shoald not come into existence, and 
that the question of its size was of minor 
importance, just as in the biological field a 
microbe is entitled to be called a living 
organism as much as an elephant.’’ On the 
whole, however, Signor Urlando did not raise 
an’ objection prejudicial to the proposed 
scheme, but said he wished to take time in 
order to inform the King and to consult with 
his colleagues. Nothing came of these 
pourparlers, because Signor Orlando was com 
pelled to resign as the result of an adverse 
vote of the Chamber three weeks after his 
Paris interview with Monsignor Cerretu.

TRISTAN DA CUNHA 
LISTENS. IN. 


RADIO ON THE WORLD'S 
LONELIEST ISLAND,

At long last the inhabitants of the world’s 
loneliest island are probably listening to 
5SW, the short-wave broadcasting station at 
Chelinsford. 

It will be remembered that in January 
last a Marconiphone short-wave set was pre- 
sented to the island of Tristan da Cunha by 
the editor and friends of the African World, 
and taken out by the Reverend A. G. 
Partridge on his way to assume the chap- 
laincy of this remote parish. 

A letter received by the Marconiphone 


the wireless officer of the s.s. Duchess of 
Atholl, gives every hope for the above 
assumption, though we shall not hear 


definitely until another vessel calls—perhaps, 
not for a year or more. i 

Mr. Bradley wrote:—‘‘ At Monte Video 
I unpacked the type “234” receiver and 
fitted it im the wireless room. - At first it 
refused to function, and upon enquiring the 
cause, found an internal disconnection—evi- 
dently broken in transit. This was repaired, 
and excellent results followed. Between 
Monte Video and Tristan (never less than 
6,000 miles) reception of 5SW was constant 
each night—often at good _ loud-speaker 
strength, and always at good ’phone strength. 
Whilst the Reverend Partridge soon acquired 
ease in tuning in various stations, he did not 
seem to be of a mechanical turn of mind, 
so I was anxious to get ashore at Tristan 
and fit the instrument myself. 

“ Fortunately, a two-mile row to the 
beach, coupled with heavy sea and surf, 
somewhat delayed the landing of some 30 


tons of general stores; consequently I 
had three hours in which to do 
the job. The settlement is some one and a 


half miles from the landing beach, and fore- 
seeing that it would take some hours to 
transfer the packing cases and thus leave us 
crippled for want of L.T. and H.T., I took 
ashore with me a few dry cells and a 120-volt 
H.T. battery—my private property 

“We were fortunate enough to find a 50ft. 
mast erected by the ‘ guest,’ and by adding a 
small spar to the chimney of the Padre’s 
‘house’ we were soon able to rig an excellent 
aerial, After connecting up the set many 
short wave Morse stations were heard at a 
strength equal to that experienced on the 
ship. I have not the slightest doubt that the 
islanders listened. to W as soon as he 
started up that evening.”

SIMULTANEOUS SPEECHES 
IN MAIN STREET.

SLIGO, Sunday. 
In Sligo town last night both parties 
held meetings simultaneously in Knox’s 
street: 
Dr. O’Higgins, addressing the Cumann 
na nGaedheal meeting, warned his 
audience not to think that this year they 
were clebrating the centenary of the last 
crack of the gun in the country. The 
supreme legal authority of the present 
moment rested outside Dail Eireann, 
according to Mr. de Valera. That was a 
particularly dangerous statement for the 
supposed alternative leader of a Govern- 
ment to make, but Mr. de Valera made it. 
It was because of the vanity of this man, 
who declared that the people had no right 
to do wrong that blood had flowed in the 
country. This was the man whose face 
had to. be saved, no matter who suffered ; 
and this also was the man who, when the 
Government passed a bill disqualifying 
abstentionist members of the Dail, 
swallowed the oath to save his seat—the 
same oath for which he plunged the 
country into misery and bloodshed.

A NEW BILL TO HELP 
FISHERMEN. 


AMENDING THE LOAN SYSTEM 


From Ovr SPECIAL CoRRESPONDENT. 
SLIGO, : Sunday. 

Mr. Fionan Lynch, Minister oí Lands and 
Fisheries, made an important announcement 
at Magherow, a little fishing village in Co. 
Sligo, to-day regarding a scheme which his 
department as drawn up for assisting fisher- 
man by Joan insurances. The Saorstát, he 
said, was unique in that the Government, 
unlike the Government of Great Britain, con- 
tinued to provide loans although arrears of 
money already given out were piling up. They: 
had been extremely lenient in collecting these 
arrears. 
Under the existing system it was necessary 
in order to get a Joan that the applicant 
should provide two solvent sureties, and this 
was not easy for fishermen. This position 
had been receiving .the serious consideration 
of the department over which he presided, 
and he thought that he had now evolved 
a scheme for meeting it. 
The problem was to find a way that would 
be fair te the State and beneficial to the 
fisherman—fair to the State in that the 
scheme would ensure that loans would be re- 
paid and helpful to the fisherman in the sense 
that if he were honest he would be able to 
get a loan on his own security. These pro- 

osals he hoped to bring before the Dail 
Eaters the summer holidays. The scheme 
had been threshed out during the past eight 
months, and was now before the Department 
of Finance, and, he.understood, was beine 
favourably considered by them. Once.passed 
by the financial experts, it would go before 
the Dail to receive legislative sanction. 
i A COMPREHBNSIVE SCHEME. 

The scheme would ‘tackle the whole 
fishing industry from the beginning. 
where the fisherman was concerned 
with the purchase of gear to the marketing of 
the fish. It provided for renewal in the 
future of gear and boats, and for the fisher- 
man’s bad times it provided something in the 
nature of insurance, so that when fishing was 
bad, or for some other reason earnings were 
cut off, the fisherman and his dependents 
would not starve. Provision was also made 
for the revaluation of boats which were at 
present in the hands of the Department or 
on loan to fishermen. 

About.a year or two ago a scheme had 
been advanced for the recasting of existing 
loans. After further consideration, he decided 
to drop that scheme, because, although it 
would benefit to some extent some. fishermen, 
it would not really have any effect as regards 
the re-establishment of the industry. If a 
man owed the Department, for example, 
£1,000 for his boat, and it went out of com- 
mission through need of repair, it was no use 
to tell the man that his loan was written 
down from £1,000 to £300, because, not 
having the money to repair it, the hull was 
useless to the man whose credit was gone, 

THE NEW PROPOSALS. 

“My proposal,” said the Minister, “‘1s 
that this loan will be written down to the 
exact value of the boat as it stands, and then 
the boat will be put into repair, and the cost 
of the repairs will be added to the value 
already fixed. This, then, will be the fisher- 
man’s liability. The scheme I hope to have 
law before the year is out. It will, of course, 
involve money, and that money has to be 
borrowed, and, if there is a guarantee of 
stability, it will be borrowed cheaply. That 
guarantee will be Pe ee by the return of 
General MacEoin with a large majority.”

AOCIDENT. “IN. DUBLIN

_ TWO VESSELS IN DISTRESS. 


One of the coldest and roughe_t Whit- 
suntides for some years is reported from 
Deal, where a strong north-easterly wind 
and rough sea were responsible for several 
holiday thrills for visitors. Two vesséls 
were in distress yesterday, and the Deal 
lifeboat and a number of motor boats were 
called out. | 

Early yesterday. morning ‘the 
steam yacht Honolulu, with 
signals flying, was observed 
round the South Foreland 
deavour to reach Deal. 
broken down, and she was being carried 
to.within a few yards of the shore. 

The Deal boatmen, who rushed to her 
assistance, found that she carried a crew 
of three. The machinery defect having 
been repaired, the yacht proceeded north, 
but again broke down when near the Gull 
Lightship. Once more the Deal boatmen 
went to her aid, and later the Honolulu 
proceeded. 

RACE TO VESSEL IN DISTRESS. 

Late yesterday afternoon urgent gun 
signals fired by the South Goodwins Light- 
ship called out the Deal lifeboat and a 
fleet of motor boats. The launch of the 
lifeboat and the race with the motor boats 
to the Goodwins was witnessed by the 
holiday crowd, who say that the motor 
boats were repeatedly swept and smothered 
by waves. 

Five miles out to sea a small two-masted 
vessel could be seen near the edge of the 
(‘oodwins in a dangerous spot. She proved 
to be the Dutch motor schooner Dina. 
The crew had unknowingly travelled 
several miles on top of the Goodwins, 
and were at first unaware of the meaning 
of the gun fired by the. lightshipman. 
The Dina’s escape was remarkable.

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CHURCH AND STATE. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sim,—In his ‘‘ Ballad of East and West” 

Kipling has described what happens '' when 
two strong men stand face to face, tho’ they 
come from the ends of the earth.” Under 
the vonditions of Indian Border life they fight 
to the death or come to honourable terms. 
You describe a great fight beginning anew, 
after a fleeting truce, in Italy between the 
Pope and Signor Mussolini over the question 
of education. You say that members of the 
Church of Ireland “will admire the Pope's 
strong stand upon principle,”” and, doubtless, 
you are right in feeling that they can admire 
the man who adopts the “no surrender” 
attitude where what he feels to be principle 
is infolved. One can admire both the com- 
batants in the Italian struggle over education. 
That is a domestic question for Italians to 
settle among themselves; yet, as it raises 
issues which are always present when a 
modern State has to legislate about education, 
the Italian fight, whatever its outcome may 
be, deserves the attention you give it. It has: 
its educative value by making people think 
of the relations between the family, the 
Church and the State. Every one of these 
units has rights and is based on principle. 
Too few persons stop to think out what these 
rights and principles are, where they conflict, 
and how they have come to terms with one 
another in any particular case. As Dr. 
Kingsmill Moore pointed out in your columns 
recently, ‘‘while education simmers in 
customary routine it arouses little public in- 
terest ; but, should it be cast into the cauldron 
of political controversy, the wildest passions 
are aroused.’’ Suppose Dan O'Connell in 
Italy to-day, would he bring the priests into 
the political arena, with himself as their 
acknowledged leader’ 
_ I am led to ask this question by your 
imagining’ Berkeley or-Salmon on the priat- 
form of the General Synod during the present 
week. Would they have spoken on the ques- 
tion of Irish in the schools or about the 
Censorship Bill? Personally, I think Berkeley 
would have rejoiced to find continuity of 
spirit maintained so completely between ia. 
self and the Primate, and Salmon would have 
agreed with the sentiment that men are 
swayed more by their prepossessions than by 
arguments. Neither of them would have 
accepted “intellectual fetters.” Both of 
them were law-abiding Irishmen. By the 
Constitution of the Irish Free State all legis- 
lative authority is derived from the people of 
Ireland, and. if the Legislature, which con- 
sists of the King and two Houses, legislates 
in favour of Irish and censorship, then law- 
abiding citizens must obey the law. 

The General Synod received a report which 
stated that many of the amendments to the 
Censorship Bill proposed bv the Executive 
Committee of the Dublin Christian Citizen- 
ship Council were accented by the Minister 
for Justice. The political developments of 
recent years are not the business of the 
General Synod. Its members sat continuously 
from 11 a.m. until 6 p.m.. and found plenty 
of work to do in legislating, reviewing and 
criticising, in the interests of a Church whose 
members are scattered all over Ireland, and 
whose activities, owing to its missionary 
spirit. go out to the ends of the earth and 
have to take account of problems that are of 
world-wide concern. A Synod of Irish Charch- 
men does not take refuge in silence. It is a 
constitutional assembly that deals to the best 
of its ability with its proper business. When 
it considers that political developments 
require its attention, I have little doubt that 
it. will then say its sav. As a Synodsman, I 
would like, in conclusion, to thank the /rtsh 
Times for its courtesy in reporting the pro- 
ceedings of the General Synod and for the 
straightforward candour - of its welcome

IRELAND AND THE VATICAN, 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE TRISH TIMES. 

Sirn,—The proposed exchange of Ministers 
petween the Irish Free State Government and 
the Vatican raises a point which is of the 
keenest interest to all whose patriotism is 
founded. not on the Free State, but on Ire- 
land. There is no such ecclesiastical province 
or entity as the Irish Free State. The 
ecclesiastical capital of Ireland lies outside 
the Free State frontier. How, then, can the 
Vatican appoint a diplomatic representative 
to the Southern fraction of Ireland without 
affronting Irish nationality and degrading the 
Primatial See? Is the Vatican to join those 
who approve, encourage and by their in- 
fluence tend to perpetuate the partition of 
this ancient nation? 

Again, are we in Ireland to abandon ‘the 
teachings of all our patriots of the past and 
to fall in tamely with a policy which makes 
for the growth of two “Irish” States, one 
homogeneously Protestant, the other homo- 
geneously Catholic? I, sir, am as ultramon- 
tane in my Catholc allegiance as any man 
in Ireland, but " say that the proposal to 
send « Free State minister to the Vatican, 
there to represent the Free State, in dis- 
tinction to Ireland, and to 1gnore the exist- 
ence ot Armagh and Downpatrick, is a be- 
trayal of the Irish heritage, national and re- 
ligious. May we hope that the Opposition in 
Dáil Eireann will oppose to the last the 
representation of anything less than Ireland 
in diplomatic relations with the Vatican’—

THE RISE OF NATIVE 
CHURCHES. 


CHANGED ASPECT OF THE 
MISSIONARY PROBLEM. 


The changed aspect of missionary work and 
the necessitv for a change in the attitude of 
the home Church was the subject of the 
Rev. Canon Tupper Carey's sermon last night 
in St. Bartholomew’s Church, Dublin. In the 
last eighteen or twenty years, the preacher 
said, national Churches have grown up all 
over the East and in Africa. The mission 
has to give way to. the Church. Missionary 
societies will no longer be able to send out 
their missionaries in the same way. 
Church out there will tell us in the West 
what they want, the sort of people they want 
and where they are to go. The Church on 
the spot will have the agu of the plans, 
and we shall have to work under them. The 
Church which has become self-supporting and 
self-governing does not want our domination; 
they want to go their own way, make their 
own mistakes in their own way. . .- 

Since the war the West has lost its prestige. 
Before the war Christianity went out backed 
out by the prestige of the white man. They 
have seen the war, and they do not want cur 
Christianity; what ‘they want is Indian 
Christianity in India, Chinese Christianity in 
China. They want to bring out aspects +f the 
character of Jesus Christ which we ignoze, or 
which we have forgotten. 

We are asked to send out our best men 
to train leaders and clergy for the native 
Churches. There are from a hundred and 
fifty to two hundred thousand new ple 
coming into the Church every year in fodia $ 
we have got to send out our best men to 
teach and to train men in order that they 
may be able to cope with the situation that 
has arisen. We have got to work with the 
national Churches as partners, advisers and 
co-optors. . . 

The missionary problem has shifted from 
the Church abroad to the Church at home. 
- « If we are going to help these people 
we have got to put the principles of 
Christianity into practice in every-day life. I 
do not know anything about Ireland: I have 
not been in Dublin for forty-three , but 
I know the Yorkshire towns and villages. If 
a Buddhist or a Hindoo were to come to live 
there and take part in the parochial life and 
hear what is going on he would go away; he 
simply would not find Jesus Christ there— 
nothing but bitterness, jealousy, pettiness, 
narrowness, selfishness—not Jesus Christ. The 
only way to meet the situation is tg ey to 
God for a revival in the Church. The Charch 
in its present condition is absolutely unable 
to respond to the call.

1.A.8.A. ANNUAL MEETING. 
—s 
PROLONGED DISCUSSION. 


The aunuak general meeting of the I1.A4.8.4., in 
the Dolphin Hotel, Dublin, on last taturday night, 
was easily the most protracted in the history of 
the Association. Starting at 7 ir il 
did not adjourn until 
The circumstances ee 
- proceedings wit - a 
ttendance was exce iona y e, 
Cullen, the out-going President, occupied t the chair 
and welcomed the delegates. 

Although the sitting “ was so lengthy the meeting 
never approached duiness. At the outset, indeed, | 
was much too animated, the exchanges on the 
subject of the hon. secretary's reports lacking 
nothing in candour and forcefulness. Mr. Murtagh, 
Dublin University, moved the rejection of the 
report, and examined in detail the statements there- 
in, in comparison with the corres nee between 
Messrs. Leitch and Braman. Mr. W. Findiater, in 
seconding, deprecated the tone of the report and 
its publication before it had been discussed by the 
Council. Mr. Leitch stood by his statements, which 
he defended Yy ously. 

THE SECRETARY'S REPORT. 

After prolonged diecussion, Ulster representatives 
suggested adjournment of their members to con- 
sider the position, but this was opposed the 
Leinster delegates; and a proposal by the former 
to permit the alteration of the report to make 
it generally acceptable was defeated by the vote. 
A suggestion was made by the Ulster delegates to 
settle the matter by the adoption of the report, 
subject to the deletion of all the paragraphs to 
which exception was taken by the Leinster repre- 
sentatives, but the latter wonld not agree in any 
circumstances io the use of the word “adopt” in 
connection with the report. The Leinster view 
prevailed and the report was rejected, with the 
exception of the paragraphs dealing with questiens 
of fact—championship and water polo results, ete.— 
by twelve votes to five, 

Following the adoption of the financial statement, 
Mr. Gamble, Ulster, the Senior Vice-I’resident, was 
unanimously elected President for the incoming 
eee. and, on taking the chair. was presenteg by 

r. Cullen, on behalf of the Leinster Branch, with 
a handsome maw!, suitably inscribed. Mr. Leitch, 
out-going hon. secretary. was pr for re- 
election; Mr, Cheater, Ulster, tae Mr. Brennan, 
Leinster, out-going on. treasurer, being also 
nominated, Mr. Cheater withdrew. and Mr. Brennan 
was elected by ten votes to eight for Mr. Leitch, 
who was then nominated. fer the .vacant hon. 
treasurership, and was unanimously elected, ; 

The protest by Dublin University in connection 
with the Irish Cup final was withdrawn, subject 
to insertion in the minutes that the protest was 
in order—which course was approved. 

The proposal of the Scottish A.S.\. to held the 
International Water Velo match with Ireland at 
Dumbarton was accepted unanimously, the date to 
he arranged later. Leinster and lUister applied for 
the Ireland-Wales match, and. on a yote being 
taken, a tie resnited, Mr, Gamble. Prosident, 
exercising his casting vote in favour of Ulster. 
THE NATIONAL FLAG. 

A resolution, proposed by Mr, Goss and seconded 
by Mr. Morris, Ulster, recommending to the 
Olympic Council and the Tailteann Council that 
only a national flag, symbolic of all-treland, be 
used for the Olympic and Tailleann <iames, xave 
rise to another long discussion, which resulted .in 
the matter being deferred fer consideration at the 
next annual general meeting. It was decided to 
hold the 1930 annual-general meeting in U'ster. 

Rotation of championships was — as 
follows :—
